What irony!

person in history is being cruci- 
fed between

thieves. 
One 
taunts and sneers at him : 
“ If you are the Messiah, wiry 
don't you get yourself and us out 
of here? Talk s cheap. Act. man. 
a c t! ” 
The other thief is more alert, 
sees deeper: 


“ F or sham e. Do you not fear 
God, being so near death? We are 
justly condemned, but 
this 
man 
has done nothing w rong.” 
Turning to Jesus, he says: 
‘R em em ber me when you come 
in your kingly pow er.” 
Jesu s replies: 
“ Today thou shalt be wth me 
in p arad ise.” 
Why are the last w ords of Christ 
so precious, so minutely exam in­ 
ed? 
Last words have a strange fas­ 
cination for some because those 
near death are thought to offer 
us glimpses into the next world. 
O thers are stirred because they 
believe 
the 
approach 
of 
death 
strips off the m ask 
of 
pretense 
from the dying and reveals them 
for w hat they really are. 
But J e s u s’ last w ords are cher- j 
ished because he nas ciianged the j 
course of history. 
Multitudes 
of I 


varied and valuable m eanings are 
found in them because his life, 
death, and resurrection m ark him 
as more than a m an. Believing, 
acting as if this w ere true, men 
experience 
Him 
as 
Savior 
and 
Lord. 


These words spoken 
from 
the 
cross to a penitent thief reveal 
that Jesus was the sam e in dying 
as in living. Jesus sensed peni­ 
tence and a dawning faith in <he 
thief. He forgave at 
once. 
God 
forgives this way — 
not 
reluc­ 
tantly or partially but eagerly and 
completely. 


J e s u s ’ reply to the thief shows 
that the 
unique 
quality 
of 
his 
sym pathy w as not changed by his 
own agony. His concern took iii 
everybody, even a thief—perhaps 
especially a thief—anyone in need. 
His sym pathy

thin, 
even in his own exhaustion a n d

New Telescope 


Satellite Is 


Goal of U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—’The first 
ti. S. telescope-in-the-sky satellite 
designed to tumble end over end 
IO times a minute as it whirls 
through space, may be launched 
this week. 
Space scientists hope 
it 
will 
give them an opportunity to ex­ 
plore beyond the curtain of the 
earth's atmosphere 
The satellite's mission will be 
to hunt gamma rays in every cor­ 
ner of space. These rays are sim ­ 
ilar to X rays, but of shorter 
wave length. They are emitted by 
radioactive substances. 
The unique device, which re­ 
sembles a telescope 7't feet long, 
may be fired aloft this week from 
Cape Canaveral. Fla., the Nation­ 
al Aeronautics art’ Space Admin­ 
istration announced today. 
NASA said the tumbling motion 
“will enable the gamma ray tele­ 
scope, aimed out through the end 
to scan a portion of the surround­ 
ing space every six seconds.” 
The 82-pound satellite will be 
launched into an elliptical, low- 
inclination orbit so it can scan the 
sun during the early part of its 
lifetime. 
In order to provide the extra 
length and weight needed to at­ 
tain a tumbling motion, its 44- 
inch 
fourth-stage 
rocket 
casing 
will remain attached to the tele­ 
scope satellite. 
Plans call for the satellite to 
orbit between the altitudes of 300 
and 700 miles. It is expected to 
circle the earth about every 98 
minutes to have a useful lifetime 
of six months to * year. and to 
remain in orbit for more than 
three years.

Tito's Aims a Mystery 


President Tito of Yugoslavia outranks 
Prime Minister Nehru of India in doubt 
among Americans as to their true loyal­ 
ties in the cold war. Some think Tito is 
m a k i n g chumps out of Washington of­ 
ficials while others are convinced he’s for 
Yuyoslavia alone and let the chips fall 
where they may. 
Whatever Tito may finally prove to be 
(he insists he is a communist) Washing­ 
ton is engaged in continual appraisals of 
him. At the moment he wants 500.000 tons 
of surplus U. S. wheat, to be paid for in 
Yugoslav currency. 
The U. S. couldn't use that currency ex­ 
cept to apply it to Yugoslav development 
projects, thus further rewarding the man 
who frequently goes to Moscow to give lip 
service to the communists. 
It is significant that Tito asks for what 
amounts to a gift of food from the United 
States after boasting about the success of 


ins own agriculture, because of peasant 
lack of enthusiasm for collective agricul­ 
ture, spoilage and other carelessness, Yu­ 
goslav production is far below plans. That 
is par for the course in communism. 
Tito wants American wheat as a hedge 
against rising bread prices that will make 
the p e o p l e restless. That is, Uncle Sam 
is asked to contribute to the stability of his 
regime. Perhaps Washington officials know 
more about Tito’s ultimate aims than the 
average American does.

This trend is serious and sin­ 
cere. It does not matter that some 
of its expressions 
are 
absurd. 
Again, the day is not iar distant 
when a philosophic leader will ap­ 
pear among them, a 20th century 
Alexander 
Hamilton, 
who 
can 
state the Conservative cause rn 
terms that are understandable and 
pertinent and r e l a t e themselves 
to the course of events. This kind 
of thinking is developing in the 
"National Review” and in "H u­ 
man Events.” 
The focus is still on criticism ra ­ 
ther than upon a constructive pro­ 
gram. Criticism is not sufficient 
to g e n e r a t e enthusiasm for a 
c a u s e ; there must be positive 
thinking, and that will come, too. 
It will come principally out of 
y o u n g e r people who are re­ 
jecting the frozen terminology of 
the New Deal and of Keynesian ec­ 
onomics and are asking the perti­ 
nent q u e s t i o n s relating to the 
greatness of the United States in 
1917 and 1941 and its meekness to­ 
day when the most it can beg for 
is neutralism.

government yesterday paid cif a 
debt to Earle L. Reynolds, contro­ 
versial skipper of the nuclear-pro- 
test yacht Phoenix of Hiroshima. 
The form er Ohio anthropologist, 
who sailed into the Eniwetok nu­ 
clear test zone in 1958, collected 
$1,500 in bond money and was re­ 
leased from all charges stemming 
from his defiance of an Atomic 
E nergy Commission regulation. 
U.S. Attorney Louis B. Blissard 
said the governm ent plans no fur­ 
ther prosecution since Reynolds' 
Honolulu conviction was reversed 
in a San Francisco appeals court 
last December. 
The court ruled the AEC regu­ 
lation was illegal and that Rey­ 
nolds’ decision to defy the order 
w as not crim inally wrong. 
The form er Antioch College pro­ 
fessor was sentenced to two years 
in prison, 18 months of it on pro­ 
bation. 
Reynolds, 49, who flew in from 
Tokyo Friday, reacted mildly to 
the g o v e r n rn e n t ’s decision to 
quietly drop 
proceedings 
which 
started with considerable fanfare 
and publicity two years ago.
